To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  fnr  the  year  1958© 

Vital  Statistics:  The  estimated  population  has  fallen  from 
19,260  to  18,600. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  (18.11) 
but  it  is  still  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16.61). 
The  number  of  Stillbirths  has  risen  from  last  years  total  of  3 
to  10.  This  has  caused  the  Stillbirth  Rate  to  rise  to  31  »35 
(England  and  Wales  21.6). 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (6.47)  is  considerably  lower  than 
the  national  rate  (England  and  Wales  22.5) • 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  has  risen  from  8.27  to  10. 50. 

There  were  actually  20  fewer  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year, 
but  this  has  been  offset  by  the  fall  in  the  estimated  population. 
There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  various  causes  of 
death. 

Infectious  Diseases:  Measles  has  again  been  prevalent  and  there 
have  been  a number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage:  Mains  water  has  been  made  available 

for  an  increasing  number ' of 4 households  during  the  past  year. 

The  provision  of  a pure  water  supply  is  a most  important  factor 
in  the  maintenance  of  Public  Health.  Progress  is  also  being 

made  in' the  provision  of  Sewerage  Schemes  in  a number  of  villages. 
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Housing:  Gipping  Rural  District  is  adjacent  to  two  urban  areas 

- Ipswich  County  Borough,  and  Stowmarket  Urban  District;  and 
many  people  working  in- these  two  towns  live,. or  want  to  live  in 
our  Rural  District.  As  a result  we  have  not  only  to  cater 

for  people  engaged  in  industries  within  our  own  boundaries,  but 
also  for  those  employed  in  Ipswich  and  Stowmarket  who  want  to 
live  in  the  country,  or  who  seek  a dwelling  there  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  accommodation  in  either  of  these 
towns . 

The  number  of  Council  and  Private  Houses,  therefore, 
continues  to  rise.  On  page  17  of  this  report  will  be  found 
a Summary  of  the  number  of  Houses  inspected  and  the  action 
subsequently  taken  on  them. 


Meat  Inspection:  This  continues  to  place  a heavy  burden  on 

the  department,"  for  instance  the  number  of  pigs  inspected  rose 
from  20,357  in  1957  to  65*819  in  1958.  Of  this  total  number 
395  whole  carcases  had  to  be  condemned  owing  to  disease  and 
10,895  part  carcases,  figures  which  show  what  a very  necessary 
service  this  is. 

It  reflects  great  credit  on  Mr.  Morgan  and  his  assistants 
that  the  Meat  Inspection  throughout  the  year  was  100%  of  the 
animals  killed. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  much  of  this  work  has 
to  be  carried  out  in  evenings  or  at  weekends. 


Summary : The  careful  examination  of  the  facts  and  figures 

contained  in  this  report  show  that  the  health  of  Gipping  Rural 
District  has  been  most  satisfactory  during  1958. 

In  conclusion' I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
encouragement  and  support.  I should  like  to  thank  all  officersl 

and  members  of  the  staff  for  their  help  at  various  times  and  in 
particular  Mr.  Morgan  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.
